the plaintiffs, including the deed 
of release, This alone was’ suffi- 
cient to lead Hia Lordship to believe 
that the representation of major- 
ity-in this deed, was noticed and 
appreciated by the plaintiffs. © 

But there was further. evidence 
as to Lam having announced in a 
solicitor's office that he was of ‘age 
and of it having been stated in 
Hin's presence and with his ac- 


|quiescence that he also was of age. 


These items in evidence indicated 
that the question of their age and 
the possible disability ‘resulting 
from their minority was, brought to 
their notice on the date that’ the 
contract was executed. 

Fraudulent Plaintiffs’ Rights. 

‘His Lordship found that the 
plaintiffs’ fraud was fraud in the 
full sense of the word, but added 
that a fraudulent plaintiff might be 
equally with an innocent plaintiff 
entitled in the. proper circumstances 
to obtain a judgment declaratory of 
his legal righta. In _ the.’ present 
procecdings, the plaintiffa—avho 
had been-fraudulent—would: there- 
fore be required to. make. sufficient 
restitution before they. could suc-

A DECLINE OF.714 PER CENT, 
SIN CE Av20 


The American: merchant’ ‘nistine 
has declined 7% per cent. in ton- 
nage since 1920, according: to an 
analysis made" by the National: In- 
dustrial Conference Board, New 
York. , While the total world ton- 
nage of merchant ships -has in- 
crenbed 16*per-cent. d ting the Inst 
six years, ‘from 51,785,120, gross 
tons ‘in 1920 to 60 060,412 tons in 
1926, the gross tonnage - of mer- 
chantmen ‘sailing ‘under the Stars 
and Stripes , has - decrdased'. from| | 
12,406,123 “grass -tona: 1920. “to 
11,472,824 ‘tons in 1926,’ In spite of 
this decline, the United States still 
holds its place as the second moat 
important maritime sation. 

German Recovery. 

Germany, having: lost, nearly all; 
or-about nine-tenths, of ‘her mer- 
chant, marine through the war, 
again looms as the fastest growing 
maritime nation,, her merchant 
marine having increased. 680 per 
cent, in gross tonnage from 1920 to 
1926, At that, while she has built 
or repurchased ‘shipa ’ totalling 
2,642,657 gross tous since. 1920, she 
hes recovered .only about three- 
fifths of her pre-war strength, her 
total gross tonnage at the beginning 
of the current year amounting to 
8,062,095 tons, as ugalnst, 5,134,720 
tons in 1914, and only 419, 438 tons 
in 1920, 

Italy and Japan follow next in 
order as regards the rapidity with 
which they are increasing their 
mercantile marine. Italian mer- 
chantmen, totalling 2,118,429. gross 
tons in 1920, now total 3,160,246 
tons, an increase’ of 48,7 per cent., 
clenrly reflecting the vigour of the 
Mussolini regime. Jnpan ‘has _{n- 
creased. her,: mercantile tonnage 
from 2,995,878 tons! in’ 1920 to 
3,967,617 tons in 1928, an increase 
of 32.4 per’ cent. 

France comes next, with an in- 
crease of 12.2 ner cent, from 2,963,- 
229 tons in 1920 to 3,824,397. tons 
in 1926. The British merchant fleet 
of course continues’to ‘hold first 
place in total, tonnage, but shows 
only 7.7 per cent. -increase for the], 
six years, from 20,142,880 gross 
tons in 1920 to 21, 698,253 tons in 
1926. 

The American Surplus. 

Total world tonnage -at the end 
of the war would have shown con- 
siderable decrease had it not been 
for the huge shipbuilding pro- 
gramme of the United States under- 
taken for war purposes, to replace 
allied shipping destroyed during the 
war and to speed the transport, of 
food," war supplies "and fighting 
forces across the Atlantic. After 
the war, the United States faced the 
problem of a surplus ot ship which 
could: not be operated profitably, 
and hence ship, construction declin. 
Italy, Japan ‘and 
smaller. nations,- however, © con- 
tinued, or embarked on, vigorous 
ship construction programmes, 

While’ just before the war only 
about one-tentn’ in value . of the 
foreign trade of the United States 
was being carried in American bot- 
toms, U.S. own ships in 1920 were 
carrying more than 40 per cent. in 
value of American exports and im- 
By the beginning of the cur- 
rent year, Americen ships ‘were 
carrying. only 32 per cent..of our 
foreign trade The United States 
to-day, however, has ships, enough 
to carry in the future :. larger pro- 
portion of its own foreign trade 
than it did during the “ast four 
seendes before the war. —‘Nautical 
Gazette’ (New York). :

and the site of the proposed exten- 
sion works by the invitation of Mr. 
'G. R. Newcombe; the deputy docks 
and marine manager of 
Southern Railway. A discussion 
on‘: the “Commercial De- 
velopment of the Hampshire Coast” 
was opened by ‘Mr. B. S. Townroe, 
who stated that the Borthors Rail- 
‘way had made Southampton a great 
port’and a national asset. A docks 
extension and 
scheme was now being carried out 
at an estimated cost of over 
£18,000,000. These extensions of 
the western shores might well’ re- 
volutionise the coast of Hampshire, 
and would inevitably bring about 
‘considerable -industrial .develop- 
ments,..

MARINE INSURANCE. 


Digcussing anomalies of marine

COMMISSION'S REGULATIONS. 


Although the day has not.yet|:: 


arrived when flying policemen 
will direct air traffic, regulations 
established for the navigation of 
aircraft have been now modified 
and clarified. regarding the: rule 
“Keep to the Right.” This is 
outcome of the International 


{Commission for Air Navigation, 


“Wo have reached an interna. 
tional arrangement by which air- 
mer flying, say, from London to 
Brussels, Cologne, Amsterdam, 
or any recognised air route, will 
keep tothe «right. ~ This will 
obviaté the possibility. of ‘colli- 
sions,” said a representative of 
the Commission.’ | 

The main provision that air- 
craft should keep to the right has 
been in existence for some years, 
but the new. regulations stipulate 
that aireraft; when following a 
canal or railway, will keep it on’ 
the left at a distance of appro- 
ximately 800 metres,’ except in 
special cases. : “ A machine fol- 
lowing a canal or railway’ will 
keep it on the left,” it was stated. 
“Tf the airman has to cross it.he 
will do so’ at right angles as 
rapidly as possible, and if it is 
absolutely necessary to follow it 
on the right, he will keep as far 
away as possible.”
